A decidedly premium quality example which 
has the appearance of a Gem, but which has 
been downgraded presumably because of its 
muted luster. The obverse shows speckled 
burnt-gold and silver-grey toning, while 
the reverse is blanketed in a rich, mottled 
red-gold color. 

46 PCGS 1857 Three Cent Silver MS65 . Well 
struck from clashed dies. Both the obverse 
and the reverse show very pleasing deep 
original multi-colored toning. The 
underlying surfaces are very frosty and 
appear to be quite clean. This is one of 11 
graded as of June, 1990 with none higher;

47 NGC 1859 Three Cent Silver MS 64. Deep 
turquoise iridescent toning, changing to 
violet in the reverse center. A fully 
Prooflike example, sure to please the color 
enthusiast. 

48 PCGS 1864 Three Cent Silver PR64. 

Steel-toned surfaces, with beautiful blue, 
golden-orange and rose iridescent 
highlights visible when the coin is tilted 
at an angle. Only 30 specimens have graded 
"PR64" at PCGS, out of an original mintage 
of just 470 Proofs. 


THREE CENT NICKELS 

49 PCGS 1865 Three Cent Nickel MS64. Deeply 
struck and lustrous, with some evidence of 
die clashing on the obverse. 

50 PCGS 1867 Three Cent Nickel MS62, frosty 
and bold; 1883 No Cents Nickel MS64, 
partially toned, lustrous surfaces; and a 
1916 Barber Dime MS62. (Total: 3 coins) 

51 PCGS 1870 Three Cent Nickel MS63. Frosty 
olive-steel surfaces with some softness in 
the centers. 

52 PCGS 1872 Three Cent Nickel MS63. 

53 PCGS 1866 Three Cent Nickel PR65. An 

exceptionally deep cameo example with a 
ful1 two-tone effect on both the obverse 
and the reverse. The untoned surfaces lack 
the Mint-made problems commonly found on 
Proof Three Cent Nickels of this era. Very 
scarce in this grade and among the nicest 
we have handled. 

54 PCGS 1879 Three Cent Nickel PR65. A light 
yellow-grey patina covers both sides. 

55 ANACS 1881 Three Cent Nickel PF 65. The 
obverse is splashed in light golden-orange 
toning. 


56 PCGS 1881 Three Cent Nickel PR66 . A 

two-toned beauty, with a blush of golden 
obverse color and milky silvery-grey 
reverse. 

57 PCGS 1883 Three Cent Nickel PR65. A splash 
of milky apricot color adorns the reverse. 


SHIELD NICKELS 

58 PCGS 1868 Nickel MS64. 

59 PCGS 1883 Shield Nickel MS65. Highly 
lustrous and quite well detailed, though 
numerous die breaks about the borders are 
indicative of "stressed out" dies. 

60 PCGS 1871 Nickel PR63. Untoned, mirror 
surfaces. 

61 PCGS 1877 Nickel PR65 . A dazzling, fully 
mirrored example of this Proof-only issue. 
Some light, natural fogginess is visible on 
the reverse. The mintage of this popular 
date is approximately 510 pieces. 

62 NGC 1877 Nickel PR65 . A clean and 
reflective example of this popular 
Proof-only issue. The total mintage figure 
for this date is estimated at 510 coins. 

63 PCGS 1879/8 Nickel PR65. A milky golden 
patina covers this popular overdate, which 
seems to pop up at about the same frequency 
as non-overdate examples of this date.

1ustrous. 

65 PCGS 1887 Nickel MS64. Well struck and 
satiny with a touch of light golden 
coloration. 

Fairly well struck, 
with soft yellow-gold highlights. 

67 PCGS 1912-D Nickel MS64. Above-average 
luster, though the strike is typical of 
this first branch-mint issue. 

68 PCGS 1891 Nickel PR64. Intense reflective 
qualities under a layer of golden-steel 
patina. 

69 PCGS 1892 Nickel PR64. Very reflective and 
displaying a few light flecks in the 
reverse fields. 

70 PCGS 1895 Nickel PR66. A superb cameo gem, 
its dazzling, watery surfaces entirely free 
of spotting and/or marks. The obverse shows 
a splash of russet color at the center. As 
of June, 1990, this is the ONLY 1895 Nickel 
to have been graded Proof-66 with none 
graded higher. A currently "unique" coin 
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122 ANACS 1911 Dime MS63 . 

123 PCGS 1911 Dime MS64. 

124 PCGS 1912-S Dime MS64. 

125 PCGS 1913 Dime MS63. Light golden 
peripheral toning complements frosty 
surfaces. 

126 PCGS 1914 Dime MS64. The slightest touch of 
russet color clings to clean, frosty 
surfaces. 

127 PCGS 1914-D Dime MS64 . 

128 PCGS 1892 Dime PR64. Lovely golden-orange 
and forest-green colors highlight the 
obverse; the reverse is more deeply toned 
in grey and iridescent hues. PCGS 
population: 33 pieces. 

129 PCGS 1899 Barber Dime PR64. Light mottled 
pastels rest on very reflective surfaces. 
There are a few wispy hairlines on the 
obverse while the reverse is clean and very 
choice. 

130 PCGS 1907 Dime PR64. A soft golden-rose and 
lilac coloration rests atop the obverse 
surface. PCGS population: 31 pieces. 

131 PCGS 1908 Dime PR64. Deep, watery mirrors, 
with splashes of coppery-gold color. 

132 NGC 1908 Dime PF 64. Both sides are lightly 
tinted in a hazy lilac and grey patina. 

133 PCGS 1910 Dime PR64. The obverse is 
primarily a milky lavender hue, with deeper 
iridescent coloration wrapped around the 
right edge and blanketing the reverse.

A brilliant, 
hairline-free specimen. 


TWENTY CENT PIECES 

137 NGC 1875-S Twenty Cents MS 62. A white, 
satiny example, fully lustrous but showing 
just a hint of friction on the high points 
of the obverse. 

138 PCGS 1875-S Twenty Cents MS63 . The surfaces 
are well struck and are covered in a milky 
silvery-grey patina. 


139 PCGS 1877 Twenty Cent Piece PR65. strong 
cameo contrast can be seen between the 
frosted devices and the watery fields. The 
surfaces are overlaid with light golden 
toning which deepens at the rims and are 
free of hairlines and lintmarks. While 
somewhat overrated in lower grades, gem 
examples of this Proof-only issue are very 
rare. Only 8 have been graded Proof-65 by 
PCGS as of June, 1990 with none higher.

Small Date; Small 
Letters. Very well struck in spite of a 
network of fine die cracks on the reverse. 
The surfaces are very lustrous and have 
toned to a warm rose-grey with splashes of 
orange-gold,pale violet, sea-green and blue 
below. The obverse is quite clean while the 
reverse shows some light marks in the 
fields. An impressive example of this 
scarce type. 

141 NGC 1834 Quarter MS63. Medium rose-grey and 
gold centers deepen to a rich blue shade at 
the edges. The strike is quite sharp while 
the surfaces are very lustrous. A few light 
old hairlines are rendered virtually 
indetectable by the aforementioned 
coloration. Another impressive Small Size 
Bust Quarter Dollar. 


LIBERTY SEATED QUARTERS 

142 PCGS 1853 Arrows and Rays Quarter MS62. 

Once lightly wiped, leaving the surfaces 
with a bright, silvery-grey finish, dust 16 
examples of this one-year type have graded 
equally, though a greater number have been 
awarded both "64" and "65" grades by PCGS. 

143 PCGS 1854 Arrows Quarter MS64. An untoned 
specimen, with shimmering, satiny luster 
and an ample strike on all devices, save 
for a few of the stars. This is a very 
important type offering, as only 22 
examples of the Arrows design (14 dated 
1854-P) have warranted a "64" grade at 
PCGS, with just 10 specimens exceeding it. 

144 Hallmark 1854 Arrows Quarter MS64. Well 
struck from clashed dies. Pale champagne 
color can be seen on the minimally marked 
and highly lustrous surfaces. The rarity of 
gem With Arrows Quarters of this type makes 
high end 64's such as this very popular 
with type collectors. 

145 PCGS 1857 Quarter MS62. Deep, satiny luster 
with a few patches of pale golden color 
here and there. One of 8 pieces yet graded 
by PCGS, though seemingly more prevalent in 
higher Mint State grades. 

146 PCGS 1876-CC Quarter MS63. Frosty centers 
are framed in occasional golden-violet and 
sea-green toning. PCGS population: 18 
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pieces. 

147 NGC 1877-CC Quarter MS 63. Richly toned a 
steel -violet shade, with sea-green accents 
about the obverse devices. 

148 Hallmark 1877-CC Quarter MS64. Smoky 

steel -violet obverse; frosty, lightly toned 
reverse. 

149 Hallmark 1889 Quarter MS64 PQ. An obvious 
business strike with frosty, non-ref 1ective 
surfaces. The obverse shows very pleasing 
multi-colored toning towards the edge while 
the reverse shows some reddish-orange color 
in the lettering. The only thing seperating 
this coin from a full "65" grade, we 
presume, is a smal1 driftmark on the 
obverse which is Mint-caused. 

150 PCGS 1891-S Quarter MS63. Very well struck 
and frosty with scattered splashes of light 
golden color. This date is nearly as scarce 
in the higher Mint State grades as the 
coveted 1879-1890 Seated Quarters but it is 
generally regarded as a "common" type coin. 

151 PCGS 1871 Quarter PR63. Watery surfaces 
toned in steel and iridescent shades, 
primarily blue-green on the obverse. Proof 
mintage: 960 pieces. 

152 Hallmark 1883 Quarter PR65 . A deeply toned, 
almost hair1ine-free specimen overlaid in 
swirling violet and blue-green shades. Of 
the 1,039 Proofs minted, only a small 
percentage remains so choice. 

153 PCGS 1885 Quarter PR64 . A reflective cameo 
example with light smokey grey color on the 
obverse; the reverse shows deeper crisp 
gold color which deepens at the edges. 


BARBER QUARTERS 

154 PCGS 1892 Quarter MS63. Frosty, 
si1very-white surfaces. 

155 Hallmark 1892 Quarter MS64PQ. A super 
frosty specimen, toned mainly about the 
central devices in rich iridescent hues. 

156 PCGS 1892-0 Quarter MS63. Well detailed and 
satiny, with a blush of golden-grey obverse 
color. PCGS population: 35 pieces. 

157 PCGS 1896 Quarter MS64. Scrumptious 
multicolored toning outlines the obverse 
and blankets the reverse. In short, a great 
looking coin which possesses all the eye 
appeal of many higher grade examples. PCGS 
population: 19 pieces. 

158 ANACS 1896 Quarter MS 64. Toned in fairly 
deep shades of coppery-gold, with 
blue-green highlights about the borders. 

159 NGC 1911 Quarter MS64. Soft russet and 
golden pastels lie atop clean, lustrous 
surfaces. The reverse is of gem quality. 


160 PCGS 1911 — S Quarter MS64. Sharply struck, 
with light, speckled obverse toning atop 
satiny surfaces. A curved hairline scratch 
is scarcely noticed on Liberty's cheek and 
neck. PCGS population: 15 pieces. 

161 PCGS 1897 Quarter PR64 . An untoned cameo, 
with modest contrast and only a few wispy, 
facial hairlines. PCGS population: 32 

pieces. 

162 PCGS 1899 Quarter PR63. Pale pastel shades 
lurk below a light charcoal overtone. The 
surfaces are very reflective although the 
obverse does show some hairlines. 

163 PCGS 1904 Quarter PR62. Sparkling mirror 
surfaces. Proof mintage: 670 pieces. 

164 PCGS 1904 Quarter PR64 . Deep golden-violet 
and iridescent-blue toning outlines the 
reflective surfaces. Proof mintage: 670 
pieces. 

165 PCGS 1912 Quarter PR63. Light smokey grey 
toning on the obverse and on the reverse. 


STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

166 PCGS 1917 Type One Quarter MS64 Full Head. 
Soft golden toning, with some pale violet 
shades mixed in on the reverse. 

167 PCGS 1917 Type Two Quarter MS64 Full Head. 
Lightly toned and frosty, with no overly 
distracting marks. 

168 NGC 1918 Quarter MS 64. Nearly a full 
striking, with misty steel-grey surfaces 
deepening to rose-gold and steel-blue in 
the protected areas. 

169 Hallmark 1918-S Quarter MS65. Bright and 
lustrous, with no mentionable surface 
marks. The strike is about normal for the 
date, showing minor weakness on the highest 
points. 

170 PCGS 1921 Quarter MS64. The surfaces on 
this low-mintage date exhibit a 
silvery-white, satiny brilliance, and, save 
for some russet coloration about the 
reverse devices, are mostly untoned. A hint 
of striking weakness can be seen about the 
peripheral devices, not uncommon to this 

issue. 

171 PCGS 1924-D Quarter MS64. An above-average 
strike with about half of the head detail 
visible. Untoned and frosty with pleasing 
surfaces for the grade. 

172 PCGS 1925 Quarter MS64 Full Head. Some deep 
charcoal toning clings to the devices. 

173 PCGS 1927-D Quarter MS64. Bright mint 
luster, with subtle golden obverse color. 

174 PCGS 1927-D Quarter MS65. Frosty, 
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golden-tinted surfaces. 

175 NGC 1928-S Quarter MS 64 Full Head. A 
blazing white specimen. 

176 PCGS 1928-S Quarter MS65. The head is about 
half full. Rich speckled color is more 
noticable on the reverse than on the 
obverse. Both sides are clean and very 

1ustrous. 

177 PCGS 1928-S Quarter MS63 Ful1 Head. Smooth 
and lustrous, with a streak of coppery-gold 
down the eagle's wing. 

178 NGC 1929 Quarter MS 65 Full Head. Well 
toned in a blend of grey and rose-gold hues. 

179 PCGS 1929-S Quarter MS65. Virtual Full 
Head. Untoned and frosty with very clean 
surfaces. 

180 PCGS 1930 Quarter MS65 Full Head. Streaks 
of reddish-gold toning down the obverse and 
splashed across the reverse. One light mark 
on Liberty's knee, otherwise of superb 
quality. 


WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

181 PCGS 1938-S Quarter MS65. A whisper of 
golden color atop choice surfaces. 

182 PCGS 1938 Quarter PR65. 


EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

183 PCGS 1811 Half Dollar MS62. 0verton-110. 
Rarity-2. Well struck and lustrous with 
moderate golden color on the obverse and on 
the reverse. There is a light tarnish 
streak which bisects the drapery. 

184 NGC 1823 Half Dollar AU58. Overton-104. 
Rarity-1. Double Profile. Lightly worn with 
deep original toning on the obverse and on 
the reverse. 

185 PCGS 1830 Half Dollar MS63 . Struck from 
heavily rusted and somewhat worn dies but 
still quite well detailed. Untoned and 
frosty with good luster and very few 
abrasions. An Interesting coin for the 
specialist. 

186 PCGS 1830 Half Dollar MS64 . 0verton-101. 
Rarity-1. Small O's.Well struck and 
lustrous with swirls of medium orange-gold 
color on the obverse; the reverse shows 
lighter and less extensive hues. A few 
light scrapes above the head of the eagle 
appear to be all that keep this very choice 
coin from a higher grade. As of dune, 1990, 
PCGS has only graded four 1830 Half Dollars 
higher than Mint State-64. 

187 PCGS 1831 Half Dollar MS63. Overton-101. 
Rarity-2. Early Die State with the obverse 


showing a much sharper strike than usual 
for this variety. Untoned and very lustrous 
with some light marks noticable here and 
there. This coin is significantly choicer 
than the piece plated by Overton and is 
among the nicer examples of this variety 
which we have seen. 


LIBERTY SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

188 PCGS 1854-0 Arrows Half Dollar MS62. Both 
surfaces exhibit a thick, satiny 
brilliance, though a rich golden-violet 
peripheral toning is confined mostly to the 
reverse. PCGS population: 14 pieces. 

189 ANACS 1877-CC Half Dollar MS63. Dusky gold 
color covers the obverse; the reverse is 
untoned and frosty. 

190 PCGS 1882 Half Dollar MS64. Boldly struck 
and mildly proof like under a blend of rich 
golden-violet and blue-green toning. Of the 
mere 4,400 business strikes minted for the 
date, only 8 have been awarded a "64" grade 
at PCGS. 

191 PCGS 1885 Half Dollar MS64 . The surfaces 
are frosty and, unlike some examples of 
such a low-mintage date, without Prooflike 
qualities. A pale, smoky violet toning 
turns to bluish-green at the borders. Quite 
scarce in Mint State, with just 5 pieces 
graded as such by PCGS. 

192 PCGS 1886 Half Dollar MS64 . Milky 
golden-steel patina atop frosty, 

semi-ref 1ective surfaces. A top rate 
example of this elusive, limited mintage 
(5,000 business strikes) issue. PCGS 
population: 11 pieces. 

193 PCGS 1889 Half Dollar MS64. An 

unquestionable business strike with fully 
frosty, non-reflective surfaces. The 
centers are untoned and framed by 
orange-gold, deep red and neon blue hues. 
Really a choice coin for the grade and 
always in demand due to its low mintage 
figure. 

194 PCGS 1860 Half Dollar PR62. Patchy 
golden-russet toning overlays finely 
hairlined, yet attractive surfaces. Out of 
an even 1,000 Proofs struck, just 9 pieces 
have graded "PR62" at PCGS. 

195 PCGS 1869 Half Dollar PR63. The two-toned 
surfaces display intense reflective 
qualities in the fields and the slightest 
golden-steel tint. PCGS population; 16 
pieces. 

196 NGC 1871 Half Dollar PR63. Deep 
multi-colored color covers reflective 
surfaces. There are some hairlines on the 
obverse; the reverse is very choice. 

197 PCGS 1876 Half Dollar PR61. Watery, 
extensively hairlined surfaces. 1,100 
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Proofs were minted in this centennial year. 

198 PCGS 1876 Half Dollar PR63. The surfaces 
show minimal hairlines under a faint, hazy 
patina. Proof mintage: 1,100 pieces. 

199 PCGS 1890 Half Dollar PR63. Watery 
steel-violet surfaces, with a good deal of 
contrast noted. One of just 590 Proofs 
struck. 


BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

200 PCGS 1897-0 Half Dollar MS63. A razor 
sharp, satiny example, with no appreciable 
marks on either side. Only a wisp of golden 
color overlays the obverse and lightly 
outlines the reverse. Very scarce in all 
grades, the Mint State '97-0 is no 
exception. Just 11 "63" examples have, as 
of May 1, been graded at PCGS, out of a 
total MS population of a scant 25 pieces. 

201 PCGS 1904 Half Dollar MS64. A fully 
brilliant example displaying excellent 
sharpness and a thick, satiny luster. The 
'04-P Half Dollar is quite elusive in 
Uncirculated grade. As of May 1, PCGS had 
certified just 6 examples in "64" and only 
3 higher. 

202 NGC 1913-D Half Dollar MS 63. Deep 
antique-gold obverse; the reverse is a 
dusky blend of pinkish-grey and yellow-gold. 

203 PCGS 1892 Half Dollar PR63. Milky toning 
surrounds the central devices, masking 
wispy hairlines. 

204 PCGS 1900 Half Dollar PR63. Two-toned 
surfaces, nicely highlighted and with a 
splash of milky golden color on the 
reverse. PCGS population: 36 pieces. 

205 PCGS 1905 Half Dollar PR61. Mostly 
brilliant. One of 727 Proofs originally 
struck. 

206 PCGS 1905 Half Dollar PR64. Patches of 
cloudy toning rest atop the mirror 
surfaces. 727 Proofs were originally 
struck, 36 of which have received a "PR64" 
grade at PCGS. 

207 NGC 1906 Half Dollar PR64 . Choice and 
original, with speckled greenish-gold color 
in the obverse fields; the reverse blends 
orange-gold, blue and violet shades in a 
concentric pattern. 

208 NGC 1906 Half Dollar PF 64. Blanketed in 
milky violet-grey and sea-green toning 
which, especially on the reverse, tends to 
subdue the Proof brilliance. Proof mintage: 
675 pieces. 

209 PCGS 1912 Half Dollar PR61. Watery 
surfaces, rather extensively hairlined on 
the obverse. Proof mintage: 700 pieces. 
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210 PCGS 1912 Half Dollar PR62. Faint obverse 
hairlines beneath milky patina. Proof 
mintage: 700 pieces. 

211 PCGS 1913 Half Dollar PR63. The 
steel-violet obverse is framed in 
golden-orange and apple-green shades which 
also blanket the reverse. PCGS population: 
28 pieces. 

212 PCGS 1913 Half Dollar PR66 . Deep, rich 
multi-colored toning covers the obverse and 
the reverse. Both sides are very reflective 
and free of hairlines and/or marks. In 
Proof-66 and higher grades, the 1913 is one 
of the rarest Barber Half Dollars. As of 
June, 1990, PCGS has graded just two pieces 
in Proof-66 and only one has been graded 
higher than this. 

213 PCGS 1915 Half Dollar PR64. The obverse 
displays mottled violet and iridescent 
hues, blanketing the reverse in similar, 
but deeper coloration. Out of 450 Proofs 
originally struck, only 19 pieces have 
warranted a "PR64" rating at PCGS. 


WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

214 NGC 1916-S Half Dollar MS 63. Untoned with 
good luster and characteristic semi-matte 
surfaces. 

215 PCGS 1917 Half Dollar MS64. The surfaces 
are well struck and exhibit a faint 
pinkish-gold obverse tint. 

216 PCGS 1918-D Half Dollar MS62. A uniform 
yellow-gold toning is draped across the 
obverse surface. Reasonably well struck for 
the issue, with none of the serious marks 
often found on a coin of this grade. 

217 Hallmark 1927-S Half Dollar MS65 . While 
softly struck in the centers, this is still 
an exceptional 1927-S Half Dollar on 
account of its bold luster, clean surfaces 
and pleasing edge toning. A scarce and 
desirable issue in this grade. 

218 PCGS 1929-D Half Dollar MS65. Splashes of 
burnt-gold toning appear on the obverse, 
lightening to an appealing golden hue on 
the reverse. The surfaces are very well 
defined and quite free of noticeable 
blemishes. One of just 44 examples of the 
date graded as such by PCGS. 

219 PCGS 1934-D Half Dollar MS64. The surfaces 
exhibit a thick, frosty luster and are 
toned across the left portion of the 
obverse. 

220 PCGS 1934-S Half Dollar MS65. 

221 PCGS 1935-D Half Dollar MS64, frosty white 
and well struck; and a 1936-D Half Dollar 
MS64, pale golden-grey obverse. (Total: 2 
coins) 
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222 PCGS 1935-D Half Dollar MS64. Extremely 
bold for the date, with a blush of golden 
color on and below Liberty's left hand. 

223 PCGS 1936 Half Dollar MS64; 1940-S Half 

Dollar MS64, sharply struck for the date; 
and a 1947-D Half Dollar MS64, creamy 
original luster. (Total: 3 coins) 

224 PCGS 1936-S Half Dollar MS62; 1959-D Half 

Dollar MS64; 1960-D Half Dollar MS64; 1880 

Dollar MS63; 1952-S Washington-Carver MS64; 

and a 1954-D Washington-Carver MS64 , all, 
no doubt, disappointments to the 
submittors. (Total: 6 coins) 


238 PCGS 1942-S Half Dollar MS64; 1945-S Half 
Dollar MS64; and a 1947 Half Dollar MS64, 
delicate golden obverse toning. (Total: 3 
coins) 

239 PCGS 1942-S Half Dollar MS64, brightly 
lustrous; 1943-D Half Dollar MS64, frosty 
silvery-grey surfaces; and a 1947 Half 
Dollar MS64. (Total: 3 coins) 

240 PCGS 1942-S Half Dollar PCGS MS64, bright 
mint luster; 1943-S Half Dollar PCGS MS64; 
and a 1943-S Half Dollar NGC MS 64. All are 
well struck for "S" mint Walkers from these 
years.

Untoned and 
very frosty. 

226 PCGS 1940 Half Dollar MS64, vibrant, fully 
detailed surfaces; 1941-D Half Dollar MS64, 
a silvery-grey example with traces of 
russet coloration about the obverse edge; 
and a 1942 Half Dollar MS64, nearly 
identical in appearance to the '40-P.

In addition, the surfaces are 
clean for the issue and the edges lack the 
severe bumps and bruises which are so often 
seen. With interest in Territorial Gold at 
what seems to be a recent low, coins such 
as this are, currently, exceptionally good 
values. How long this situation lasts 
remains to be seen.

Plain 
Edge. The Barber Seated Liberty obverse 
with the regular reverse die. Rich mellowed 
Mint red can be seen on the obverse and the 
reverse. The surfaces are very reflective 
and unspotted. A small lintmark near the 
corner of the shield serves as 
identification. PCGS has graded a total of 
11 examples of this beautiful issue, which 
leads us to believe that it is a solid 
Rar1ty-6. 
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
